Article 2: To see if the Town of Temple, NH shall vote to adopt the provisions 
of RSA 40:13 (known as SB 2) to allow official ballot voting on all issues before 
the Town of Temple, NH on the second Tuesday of March.

Article 3: To cast your ballots to the proposed amendments to the 
Zoning Ordinance. 


THE POLLS SHALL OPEN AT TEN O’CLOCK IN THE MORNING,

Selectmen's Report 


2008 - The Town’s 250th anniversary and what a year it’s been. Elections 
and Town meeting started the year with residents sending a clear message that 
given the economy, we needed to shave expenses wherever we could. We took 
that to heart and reeled in spending wherever appropriate. We were on track, 
under budget, thus putting us in a position to continue to apply surplus dollars 
against the next year’s tax rate. Then came December 11th , what will be 
known as the ice storm of 2008. 


As stated by many long time residents this was the most severe ice storm 
in recent history but unlike the spring floods of two years ago, this storm did 
relatively little damage to the Town’s infrastructure. It did, however, wreak 
havoc on our lives for two weeks, as well as causing serious mayhem to the 
forests that are such an important part of our community. Residents pulled 
together to help each other and Niki McGettigan, with the help of dozens of 
volunteers opened a shelter for food and warmth that literally served hundreds 
of townspeople daily. As the year came to a close we began planning for the 
cleanup that will take place as the snow banks melt. We are working with 
FEMA to secure financial assistance and are confident that they will cover the 
majority of our costs. We learned many lessons from the storm and have already 
identified changes that we will 
make to our emergency operations 


plan.

the year. Without this volunteer 
work our town could not function. 
Two committees have made a 
particular difference. The Temple 
Economical Energy Committee 
(TEEC) was formed two years 
ago and has already completed a 


project to reduce electricity use in

our public buildings; they have also completed an energy audit and are in the 
process of applying for federal funding to better insulate Town buildings thereby 
reducing our heating costs. 


With your help, The Friends of Temple Town Hall raised approximately 
$650,000 for the purpose of rehabilitating our 1842 Town Hall. These funds, 
along with the $56,000 appropriated by the Town, have allowed them to 
perform extensive research, draft plans, and with the exception of the exterior 
painting which will be done in Spring 2009, complete the rehabilitation work. 
Without their effort and perseverance, we were in peril of either losing our 
beloved Town Hall forever or of having to endure a substantial increase to our 
taxes in order to address the serious structural and mechanical issues that had 
plagued the hall for years. 


The year 2009 will bring increasing challenges particularly on the financial 
front. We must continue to keep a careful eye on spending while delivering the 
services that town residents have clearly told us they want to keep...including 
driveway plowing. Recognizing that ConVal makes up roughly seventy- 
percent of our taxes, we are working directly with the School Board and the 
Superintendent to assure that their financial management also recognizes the 
challenging times that we are in.

The Budget Advisory Committee (BAC) met on average twice a month 
throughout 2008, concentrating on (1) monitoring the 2008 Town-approved 
budget, (2) development of a recommended budget for 2009, and (3) 
continued development of a Financial Policies and Procedures Manual for 


the Town of Temple. 


The 2008 budget, as of the last expenditure report provided to the BAC, 
appeared to be following anticipated expenditures, although revenues appeared 


to be lagging. 


Recognizing the challenging financial times being faced by our town 
and the nation, our goal in developing a recommended 2009 budget, was to 
encourage department heads to hold the line on expenditures and, if possible, 
identify budget lines to reduce. We'd like to thank all departments for their 
assistance in developing the 2009 budget, which when handed off to the Select 
Board in December featured a virtually flat town operating budget compared to 
2008 (when discounting expense related warrant articles, school district and 


county taxes). 


Two drafts of the Financial Policies and Procedures Manual were provided 
to the Select Board in 2008. The BAC’s efforts primarily involved providing 
more concise language in the various chapters to arrive at a more user-friendly 
document. As of the date of this writing, the BAC is awaiting further feedback 
from the Select Board on the last submittal.

Budget Advisory Committee Report 


Capital Improvements Program 


The New Hampshire legislature established RSA 674:5-8 to encourage 
towns to develop Capital Improvement Plans in order to anticipate and plan 
financially for major expenses. Temple’s first Capital Improvement Plan (CIP) 
was developed in 2004 with assistance from all of the town’s departments. The 
resulting plan was intended to be a living document that would be updated each 
year to reflect the town’s changing needs. The CIP has updated that plan in each 
subsequent year. We incorporated input from the town departments to provide 
recommendations to the Select Board for consideration at town meeting. 


Recognizing the tenuous condition of the local and national economy, we 
have emphasized holding the Capital Improvement budget as flat as possible, 
while emphasizing protection of current infrastructure and town services, and 
deferring equipment replacement as much as is prudent. 


The CIP met again in 2008 with the heads of each town department and 
the Friends of the Temple Town Hall to discuss each item in the plan and to 
ascertain any new requirements on the horizon. 


The committee makes the following recommendations for 2009: 


Bridge Capital Reserve Fund (deferred): The Town has 10 specific bridges 
and major culverts identified for eventual replacement. In addition the Town has 
dozens of smaller conduits for water under its roads. The Bridge Capital Reserve 
Fund is currently funded at a sufficient amount for the expected needs of 2009. 


The Skladany Land ($52,357): The Town of Temple voted to purchase 
this land in March of 2005. The recommended amount constitutes the annual 
amount due. 


Library Roof Repair ($5475): The east facing section of the library roof 
is about 30 years old, and in need of replacement. The recommended amount 
constitutes the estimated cost of the repair of both the south and east facing 
sections. 


Municipal Building Roof Repair ($25,550): As the current roof on the 
Municipal Building is in a deteriorating condition, the CIP recommends that the 
roof on the Town Municipal Building be replaced in 2009. The recommended 
amount constitutes the estimated cost of the repair.

C apital Improvements Program, con't 


Road Grader (first year’s payment to be equal trade in value of the current 
grader): The current grader is in the last year of its expected life span. If the 
town elects to continue with the current equipment, the required maintenance 
costs will be at least $70,000.00 and probably in excess of $100,000.00 over the 
next 5 years. The cost of a new road grader will be $257,500 minus a trade of 
$31,000. The CIP Committee recommends the purchase of a new road grader. 


Ambulance purchase ($27,500): The agreement with Wilton to provide 
the Town of Temple with ambulance service requires that we contribute 20% 
of the purchase price of a new ambulance every 5 years. The recommended 
amount is the required contribution. 


Temple Town Hall: The renovation of the Town Hall will be completed 
in the spring of 2009. The CIP Committee would like to acknowledge the hard 
work and accomplishments of Friends of Temple Town Hall. 


The CIP recommends that Selectman establish a standing committee to 
advise the town on ongoing maintenance of all town buildings.

Current Use and Conservation Restriction Assessment Reports 


Conservation Commission 


A highlight of the Commission’s work in 2008 was finalizing the new Open Space 
Plan for Temple. The committee that drafted it included TCC members together 
with Randy Martin and Tim Winship. The Plan was approved by the Planning 
Board and is now a part of Temple’s Master Plan, as required. The importance of 
this guide is best described in its Introduction: 


“This Open Space Plan provides the information and policy basis for setting 
priorities and action plans for land protection in concert with other community 
goals. By Open Space we mean the permanent conservation of forests, farms, 
fields, riparian areas, historic resources, water supply protection lands, and other 
natural areas. Open space protection can be an effective tool for preserving 
community character, protecting the environment, and enhancing quality 

of life. Open space protection in community planning is critical to our way 

of life in Temple.” 


The Commission carried on it regular work in 2008 of helping landowners 
improve their properties, including three new ponds, and assisting those who 
want to explore protective easements for their lands. 


Temple’s Natural Resources Inventory points out the limited number and size of 
wetlands and aquifers in our town and lack of protection for these sensitive areas.

Conservation Commission Report 


Conservation Commission, con't 


This year the TCC continued consulting with experts on how best to understand 
and protect these water resources. In August the State Geologist gave a 
presentation to the Commission on mapping aquifers. We’re pursuing a mapping 
project with his office, which includes a possible grant to help fund this study. 


Our annual newsletter, mailed in November to all residents, brings articles of 
interest about local, land-related activities, enterprises, and educational tips. The 
Commission’s hikes continue to be popular with both residents and out-of-town 


guests. More will be offered in 2009. 


In the aftermath of the December ice storm we are planning to hold a workshop 
on what landowners can do to clean up their properties, protect the value of 
their timber, and mitigate the risk of forest fires with the extensive debris now on 
the forest floor. 


The Commission has openings for additional members. Our work is about sense 
of place, engaging with nature, and serving the greater good of our community, 
including the plants and animals. It’s fun, too. Come check out our meetings 
on the first and third Monday of each month at 7:00 PM in the new Town Hall 
Annex.

January and February of 2008 were quite busy. We had numerous snowstorms 
and quite a bit of ice. We had started out this winter with over 4000 tons of sand 
but, by the middle of February, we were running out and had to buy more. March 
was not much better with several snow storms, including another one on Town 
Meeting day, and more ice. In the end, the winter of 2007-2008 was the second 
snowiest ever recorded. 


Spring was trying to work its way in and the ground was thawing out but it just 
did not want to stop snowing. Spring finally did arrive in April and things dried 
out. We ditched and graded all the gravel roads, did our spring cleaning and, by 
the end of May, the long winter was a distant memory. 


Summertime was a wet one with thunder storms day after day and a tornado in 
the east central section of NH in July. We had several minor washouts that we 
had to keep filling in. Gravel roads had to be regraded time and time again. We 
still managed to get part of Hadley Hwy. paved and the remainder of it sealed. 
The price of asphalt had almost doubled over the last year just as the price of 
gasoline and diesel fuel did. It put us way over budget in these categories. 


Fall was uneventful. We finished 
our summer projects and prepared 
for winter. The first snow showers 
came at the end of October 
followed by a few more small storms 
in November. We continued to 
get quite a bit of rain. Eventually, 
the ground froze hard and the frost 
started to work its way 10-15” deep 
into the roads and things were in 
good shape. 


On December 9th, the temperature 
went from 16 degrees to 54 degrees, 
the wind started blowing and it 
started to rain. This continued on 
through the 10th, thawing out the

ground so fast that all the gravel roads turned to mud 6” deep. The ground was 
just saturated with water sitting in puddles and ponds everywhere. On December 
11th, the temperature started dropping and by evening, it was 30 degrees and 
still raining. The ground was still soft and wet but the rain was freezing onto the 
trees. Around 10:00 pm, limbs started breaking off and the power was knocked 
out in numerous locations. By 2:00 am on December 12th, the trees started 
coming down. Steve Harling and I were all over town with the loader and 
backhoe pushing trees out of the roads, but we could just not keep up. By 6:00 
am, every road in town, including Rte. 101, was closed. The ground was too soft 
so the immense weight of the ice pulled the trees out by the roots. Wires and 
trees were down in hundreds of locations. Power was out throughout the town. 
Everyone that experienced this storm will never forget it. Many people pitched 
in to help open up the roads. By noontime on December 13th, we had every 
road in town passable. We spent the next several days trying to “widen” out the 
roads as snow was on the way. December 20th and 21st brought two storms back 
to back and we got over 20” of snow. Almost everyone in town finally had their 
power restored by December 24th and Christmas was here. We will not be able 
to clean up the mess of brush and trees until the spring and it will take years 
before things will look normal again. 


On the 2009 budget, you will notice that we are trying to hold the “line” but 
prices are going up so fast on materials that it is hard to keep up. West Rd. is the 
next paved road due for paving and/or sealing. Given the budget that we have, 
we will be doing only a minimal amount of work on it, just enough to get by. 


The road grader is 30 years old this spring and due to be replaced. This machine 
is the one that we always fall back on when the ice gets too thick, the snow gets 
too deep, or the roads get too rough. A new grader is a lot of money, but it lasts a 
lot of years.

Police Department 


The year 2008 will most likely be remembered as the year of the ice storm. This 
storm caught us all off guard. The good news is that it opened our eyes to the 
downfalls of the town’s emergency plan. The biggest issue for the department is 
the need for a good back-up generator system for radio communications along 
with maintaining the station’s utilities. Throughout the storm the department 
was augmented by The National Guard, so we did not have to expend any 
additional funds. Another fact that helped us was that the tree trimming 
companies had cleared the utility lines in Temple and Greenville throughout the 
summer. The damage would have been much greater without this trimming. 


The past year also saw a significant increase in our DW] arrests. In 2007 we had 
10 arrests and in 2008 we had 26 DWI arrests. These arrests are partly due to 
hard economic times along with our concentrated patrol efforts. We did have 
a spike in burglaries primarily due to the high scrap metal price of metals. The 
prices have dropped sharply and as a result, so have our burglaries. In the past 
few years we have managed to reduce our juvenile cases. 


2009 will hold new and difficult challenges. Unfortunately, we lost our 
prosecutor to another agency. Temple and Greenville are the only towns in 
the area who don’t have an attorney to prosecute their cases. Over the years 
court cases have become very time -consuming and complex . This is an 
overwhelming burden for our department and needs to be addressed. 


I would like to thank the highway departments, fire departments, NH National 
Guard, police officers and staff for their hard work.

Ambulance 


This year marks our 35th year serving the residents of our Towns. It is hard to 
believe that from the little station in the Wilton Town Hall with a few very 
dedicated volunteers, to an ambulance service that offers Paramedic level care 


24/7, we have come so far. 


On January 3, 2009 we lost one of those volunteers, Elizabeth Stevens, our Ist 
Chief. Without her, this service would not be what it is today. 


It has been another very busy year for Wilton-Lyndeborough-Temple Ambulance 
Service. We have responded to 455 calls for medical aid this year. These calls are 
as diverse as the most critically injured motor vehicle accident patient to a heart 
attack patient. We train many hours every month to stay proficient in our skills, 
and updated in the latest and best emergency care to offer to our patients. 


In the early hours of December 12, 2008, an ice storm roared into the 
Monadnock Region that was the worst storm in most of our memories. We serve 
three Towns and we also share some of our membership with the Lyndeborough 
Fire Dept and the Temple Fire Dept so we were short handed. We sent a crew to 
the Town of Lyndeborough (staged at the LFD) with an ambulance and a crew to 
Wilton with an ambulance (staged at WFD), as we would be better able to access 
Temple from the Wilton station. We were very busy for the next 9 days with 
calls and checking on our residents in our three towns and helping our neighbor, 
Greenville. The ambulance bay had power sooner than most of our residents and 
we were able to keep our ambulances at required temperatures and they only had 
to “sleep over” at the above fire stations 2 nights. We would like to thank both 
the Wilton and the Lyndeborough Fire Dept for their hospitality. 


Most of all, a huge THANK YOU to the EMTs, EMT-Is and EMT-Ps that 
worked tirelessly to make sure everyone was safe and sound and had everything 
that they needed. Our towns are so lucky to have all of you ! 


Thank you to all that continue to donate to our Capital Fund for our Monitor/ 


Defibrillator.

Volunteer Fire Department 


The Temple Volunteer Fire/Rescue Department was called upon to serve our 
community a total of 144 times this year. The calls that we responded to were 
handled quickly and professionally and thankfully, all of our members returned 
home safe. 


We had a busy year for our department, the volume of calls has increased as has 
the paperwork that we are required to maintain. Thankfully, we have a new 
computer system and software that will help us to maintain better records and be 
able to track personnel attendance and call volume more easily. 


We have been busy attending training to keep us in compliance with the 
Federal Government and their grant programs. In 2008, Mike Connolly, George 
Clark, and Glenn Neilsen attended mandatory FEMA training on Weapons of 
Mass Destruction and Incident Management. This training will allow Temple 
Volunteer Fire/Rescue Department the opportunity to continue to apply for 
Federal Grants, which in turn help to keep the cost of the department to a 
minimum. This fall we were advised that our application for new fire gear was 
accepted and in return we will be receiving 15 fully compliant sets of gear. The 
value of this grant was in the amount of $32,000.00. We also have received a 
50/50 cost share Forestry Grant, which will allow us to purchase 10 new back 
pack pumps for fighting brush fires. 


This Fall, we also had the opportunity to have a Chainsaw safety class. This 
was sponsored by the towns insurance company. In this class we learned how to 
properly operate, and maintain a chainsaw. 


Little did we know that come December this training that we had just taken 
would come into use so quickly. December 11, 2008 is a day that most people 

will never forget. Our quiet little town was severely damaged by the “Ice Storm 
of 2008”. Our Fire Department was able to assist many of our townspeople by 
providing them with generator hookup so to keep their houses safe from freezing 
and to allow them some heat to stay warm. Our department also did safety checks 
on townspeople, to ensure that they remained safe through out this very difficult 
time of no power or phone and assisted with clearing the roadways to ensure that 
town and safety vehicles could pass if the call came. This was a very difficult time 
for our town and the cooperation of all who could help was greatly appreciated.

Forest Fire Warden & State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New 
Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands work collaboratively to reduce the 

risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, 
please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine 
if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law 
(RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside burning unless the 
ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of 
Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. 
Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 1-800- 
498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning 
requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest 
resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands

Spring fire season lasted unusually long this past year, with very high fire danger 
stretching into the first week of June. Once again, the rains started to fall during 
the summer and the fire activity was fairly light for the remainder of the year. 
The acreage burned was less than that of 2007. The largest forest fire during 

the 2008 season burned approximately 54 acres on Rattlesnake Mountain in 
Rumney on White Mountain National Forest property. Another 39 acre fire 
occurred on Mount Major in Alton during the month of April. Our statewide 
system of 16 fire lookout towers is credited with keeping most fires small and 
saving several structures this season due to their quick and accurate spotting 
capabilities. Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban 
interface, which is the area where homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. 
Several of the fires during the 2008 season threatened structures, a constant 
reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take 
measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions 
include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and 
maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable materials.

For the tax year April 1, 2007 through March 31, 2008, the Town received 

5 Reports of Wood or Timber Cut. Yield taxes assessed for these harvesting 
operations totaled $8,074.21. As of January 15, 2009, 5 Intents to Cut have 
been filed with the Town for the current tax year. In the past year of 2008 we 
continued to see a reasonable demand for forest products in our area. There was 
a surprisingly strong demand for high quality white pine considering the state 

of the economy. Red oak showed signs of a subtle rebound, soft maple & birch 
stayed strong, and the demand for pulp & fuel chips increased. As we begin 
2009 it appears the economy has finally caught up with the lumber market. The 
demand for most forest products has fallen off considerably with the exception of 
pulp and fuel chips which appears will remain strong for the upcoming year. 


The ice storm of December, 2008 was an episode few of us will soon forget. 
Much of our forest land in Temple and surrounding towns was significantly 
impacted as well as many stately trees around our residences. Hardwood trees 
suffered the brunt of the damage. Softwood such as white pine and hemlock 
were far less impacted as their canopy shed more of the ice and are more flexible. 
At this time there has been no federal cost share money allocated for cleaning 
up and refurbishing woods roads & trails as there was after the ice storm in 1998. 
It looks doubtful that will change. | 


The State RSA specifies that any person owning land upon which wood or 
timber is cut, either for sale or for services rendered, must first file an Intent to 
Cut form with the Town Selectmen or assessing officials. The exception to this 
is a person cutting up to 10,000 board feet of logs or up to 20 cords of fuel wood 
for either their own use or for a land conversion. Under these exceptions an 
individual does not have to file an Intent to Cut form. The tax year runs from 
April 1st to March 31st. 


The RSA also states that within 60 days of completion of the operation or 

by May 15th, a Report of Wood or Timber Cut must be filed with the Town 
specifying the exact volume cut by species. The Town will levy a 10 percent 
yield tax based on the stumpage value of the material cut. If the job is not 
completed by March 31st or did not take place, a Report of Cut must still be 
filed by April 15th. At that time a new Intent to Cut should be filed to renew

the permit. If the job is not completed by March 31st but will be completed 

by June 30th, a 90-day extension may be granted without having to renew the 
permit. To do this the Selectmen must be notified in writing by the Owner, 
prior to April 15th. Finally, during a harvesting operation, if the volumes to be 
harvested are going to exceed the estimated volumes on the original Intent to 
Cut, a supplemental Intent should be filed immediately showing the additional 


estimated volumes. 


Landowners considering a timber harvest should be aware that there are 
State harvesting regulations that must be followed. If you have any questions 
regarding this or the permitting process, you can contact me through the 
Selectmen’s Office.

Planning Board 


In the year 2008 the Planning Board reviewed and approved three minor 
subdivisions and one lot line adjustment. 


In March the board voted to grant another extension to Meredith & Jim 
Tamposi to allow them to continue the process of obtaining state permits for the 
previously approved “Five Gates Farm” PRD subdivision. The extension will 


expire on March 15, 2009. 


Election of officers for the year: Chairman — Allan Pickman; Vice Chairman — 
William S. Wildes; Secretary — Rose Lowry. 


At Town Meeting voters approved a zoning amendment that addressed technical 
changes to Article IV, Section 13. Also approved was a new Mountain District 
Conservation Development ordinance which would allow Planned Residential 


Developments in the Mountain Zone. 


At a public hearing held in June the town’s Conservation Commission presented 
an Open Space Plan for review. Discussion was continued until September, and 
it was then voted by the Planning Board to accept the document and add it as 
part of the town’s Master Plan. 


In November the board heard a proposal from the Cool Monadnock Project 

to allow a review of the town’s land use documents for energy-related issues. 

The audit was authorized and was performed by the firm of Jeffrey Taylor and 
Associates. A subsequent report became available in December, and the findings 
will be reviewed in the coming months. 


The board continued working with road agent Tim Fiske to develop driveway 
regulations for the town, which will eventually become part of the town’s 
Subdivision Regulations. 


As always, my thanks and appreciation to my fellow Planning Board members 
for their hard work and support during the past year, and to Betsy Perry for her 
conscientious minute taking and record keeping.

Historic District Commission 


The Historic District Commission met 10 times in 2008. The year began with 
working meetings to revise and update the Ordinance. A public hearing was 
held on January 28th, and the revised Ordinance was approved by a simple 
majority of the voters of Temple on March 11th. Since then, our efforts have 
been toward greater participation and awareness of the District residents, who 
are most affected by the Ordinance. As part of these efforts we have continued 
to personally invite the residents to our meetings, and we have begun compiling 
information and photographs of the District properties, for listing with the New 
Hampshire Division of Historical Resources.

Hospice 


Temple Economical Energy Committee 


TEEC had a very full and productive year of activity. After completing the 
energy efficiency upgrades of the lighting in our Municipal Building/FD and 
Library in our first year, the Select Board approved our request to schedule 
professional in-depth energy audits for each of the buildings. These provide 
the best information possible to assess how and where else we might be able to 
save energy and money by improving the overall efficiency of their structures. 
The detailed reports of both audits are available for residents to read at the 
Municipal Building. 


Our committee also completed an extensive inventory of the municipal energy 
usage and the fuel and electricity expenses for all four of Temple’s municipal 
buildings and the operations of each of our departments. This was conducted 

in cooperation with the Cool Monadnock project and the Southwest Regional 
Planning Commission which are working together to help towns in southwestern 
NH achieve the goal of reducing our greenhouse gas emissions by 10% within 
the next three years. The report, based on our inventory, was analyzed with the 
EPA’s Program Manager benchmarking software and presented at a joint meeting 
of our Select Board, Planning Board, and TEEC. After reviewing this report 
along with the audit reports from the Municipal Building/FD and Library, we 
presented the Board of Selectmen with a prioritized list of recommendations 

for steps that could be taken to increase the efficiency and reduce the energy 
costs of the buildings. Securing the funding for any approved upgrades will be 
the next challenge! 


Because Temple was the first town to complete the municipal energy inventory 
we are now being referred to as a “model” for other towns in NH. As a result, we 
will be receiving several special opportunities. One of them is a free energy audit 
of our Master Plan and Zoning Ordinances which otherwise would cost over 
$10,000. With the Planning Board’s approval, the audit has been conducted and 
the resulting draft report will be presented to the board in 2009 for discussion 
and consideration. 


TEEC worked hard on Good Roads Day recycling all the bottles and cans 
that were picked up from the roads...in the rain! We had a fun float in the 
4th of July Parade and a lively booth at the Harvest Festival. We also provided

a recycling service for Town Meeting, the Half Marathon, Good Roads Day, the 
4th of July, and the Harvest Festival. 


TEEC also held a free Weatherization Workshop at Friendship Hall for residents 
wanting to learn more about how to “tighten up” their homes for the winter. 
And, with a generous grant from the Temple Congregational Church, we are 
now offering financial help for folks in need to be able to have weatherization 
work done in their homes for free. 


Many other projects are in the hopper as we look forward to helping our town 
and our residents save money and become more energy efficient.
